Aims and Purposes of the Co-op- 


erative Commonwealth* 


Chlcagro, June 22.—At a meeting last 


night of the directors of the Social 
Democracy of America the following 
officers were elected: E. V. Debs, 
chairman; Sylvester Koliher, secretary; 
James Hogun, vice prr- r!":it; William 
E. Burns, general organizer. The di- 
rectors who chose these officers were 
themselves elected at the meeting in 


1 the afternoon. They are: E. V. Debs, 
Sylvester Kellher. James Ilogan, Will- 
iam E. Burns and Leroy Goodwin. The 
salary of the officers was placed at $100 
per month. 


At the meeting yesterday afternoon 


Mr. Debs explained at length the aims 
and purposes of the co-operative com- 
monwealth. A colony would be sent 
to Washington, from which pla#e, be 
said, an official invitation bad been 
received. After establishing the col- 
ony he would secure control of the 
politics of the state and start the co- 
operative commonwealth. "The first 
thing we would do after getting con- 
trol," he said, "would be to call a 
special session of the legislature. Then 
we would call a convention to revise 
the constitution and get all the rot 
out of it. We will have control of the 
taxing power, and can tax syndicates 
and landsharks out of the state. Per- 
sons shall be taxed according to their 
means, and shall have according to 
their needs. 


"We will have trusts, nothing but 


trusts, in our state, but we will all be 
in the trust. The operatives will not 
work 12 or 14 hours a day, but four or 
five. We will be in the field in 1900 
with a new -party. These men who rep- 
resent the new life are going to unite 
as if by magic for the overthrow of 
commercialism and the establishment 
of the co-operative commonwealth, by 
which the brotherhood of man will be- 
come a fact. I do not know whether 
this question will be solved peaceably 
or otherwise. I hope peaceably. But 
I am one of those who believe in get- 
ting ready for any solution that may 
be necessary." 


Mr. Debs said that id setting up the 


co-operative commonwealth in Wash- 
ington the colonists might be running 
against the supreme court. He would 
consult good lawyers and learn Just 
what the rights of the colonists were. 
"We want to know our rights," he 
said, "and make them the rebels. If 
they send the military to invade our 
rights, then there will be an army of 
300,000 patriots on the state line to 
meet them on that issue."

Chicago, June 22.—At a meeting last 
night of the directors of the 
Social 
Democracy of America the following 
officers were 
elected: 
E. 
V. Debs, 
chairman; Sylvester Kolihor, secretary; 
Jam es Hogun, vice prr."‘d^:U; William 
E. Burns, general organizer. The di­ 
rectors who chose these officers were 
themselves elected at the meeting in 
the afternoon. They dfre: E. V. Debs» 
Sylvester Keliher. Jam es Hogan, Will­ 
iam E. Burns and Leroy Goodwin. The 
salary of the officers was placed at $100 
per month. 


At the meeting yesterday afternoon 
Mr* Debs explained at length the aims 
and purposes of the co-operative com­ 
monwealth. A colony would be sent 
to Washington, from Which pla*e, he 
said, an official invitation had been 
received. 
After establishing the col­ 
ony he would secure control of the 
politics of the state and start the co­ 
operative commonwealth. 
“The first 
thing we would do after getting con­ 
trol,M he said, 
“would be to call a 
special session of the legislature. Then 
we would call a convention to revise 
the constitution and get all the rot 
out of it. We will have control of the 
taxing power, and can tax syndicates 
and landsharks out of the state. P er­ 
sons shall be taxed according to their 
means, and shall have according to 
their needs. 


"We will have trusts, nothing but 
trusts, in our state, but we will all be 
in the trust. The operatives will not 
work 12 or 14 hours a day, but four or 
five. We will be in the field in 1900 
with a new -party. These men who rep­ 
resent the new life are going to unite 
as if by magic for the overthrow of 
commercialism and the establishment 
of the co-operative commonwealth, by 
which the brotherhood of man will be­ 
come a fact. I do not know whether 
this question will be solved peaceably 
or otherwise. 
I hope peaceably. But 
I am one of those who believe in get­ 
ting ready for any solution th at may 
be necessary.” 


Mr. Debs »aid th at in setting up the 
co-operative commonwealth in W ash­ 
ington the colonists might be running 
against the supreme court. He would 
consult good lawyers and learn Just 
w hat the rights of the colonists were. 
"We w ant to know our rights," he 
said, "and make them the rebels. 
If 
they send the military to invade our 
rights, then there will be an arm y of 
300,000 patriots on the state line to 
meet them on that issue."

T he Compass P lant. ’ 


What is known as the Compass plant, 
Pilot weed, and Polas plant in difier- 
ent localities, is quite curious, and in 
former days, when there were no rail­ 
roads, was of great value in guiding 
travelers. 
The leaves invariably point 
north and south. 
Mungo Park has 
immortalized it as ho says he was 
guided by it, when otherwise his way 
would have been lost and he would 
have perished on the dry plains.

peculiar faculty of thus pointing to tho 
north and south attempted to be ex* 
jdainod by the fact that both surfaces 
of the leaves display equal suscepti­ 
bility to light whereas the upper sur­ 
face of the leaves of plants, in general, 
is more sensitive to light than the 
lower; hence the vertical position of 
the Compass plant, as unerring as the 
mariner’s compass. Professor Asa says 
of it “on the wide *open prairies the 
leaves are said to present their faces 
uniformly with the north or south,”— 
American Gardening.

Fried Bread Instead o f V egetables. \ 
Cut some bread, which, though stale, 
is still light and soft, into fingers half 
an inch thick; dip them in milk and 
let them drain for a while. 
Dredge a 
little flour over them aud fry them in 
a little^hot butter in a frying-pan. Pile 
them,.pyramid^fashion, in a hot dish 
and serve with gravy. 


Oxtails and H ow to Use Them , 
^ 


First always cut the tail into neat 
joints and soak for an hour in salted 
water. 
Next set in a stowpan, cover 
with cold water, add salt, and bring 
sloAvly to a boil. 
Strain off the water, 
rinse the pieces of meat in warm 
water, and set in a stewpan sufficiently 
large for the oxtail to lie over the bot­ 
tom, add vegetables to flavor. 
Cover 
with water and stew very slowly for 
three hours. 
After that time remove 
the smaller joints and allow the larger 
to cook for another hour. 
It is very 
necessary, when preparing oxtail, to 
let it cook slowly.—Chicago Record, 


An Asparagus Omelet, 


Eggs seem to have a peculiar affinity 
for asparagus, their combination being 
possible in a number of ways. 
An 
asparagus omelet is one of them. Boil 
a pint of asparagus tips, cut in pieces 
a half inch wide, in salted water for 
twenty minutes, drain, aud keep on a 
hot plate; beat six eggs until they are 
light and foamy, add one-half tea- 
spoonful pepper and one cup of milk. 
When the walnut-siz.e lump of butter 
is hot in the chafing-dish or omelet- 
pan, put in the mixture, cover, aud 
let stand till firm, folding in tho 
asparagus just before turning out on a 
hot platter.—New York Post. 


‘Brain Cakes. 


Wash about five ounces of calves1 
brains in cold water, then set in a 
a stewpan, cover with cold water, sea­ 
son with salt and two sage leaves. Set 
the pan on the stove, and when it 
comes to the boil skim the broth thor­ 
oughly and simmer for ten minutes, 
take out the brains and put on a plate; 
when the brains are cold cut into small 
pieces and mix with thi’ee ounces of 
bread crumbs; wash some parsley, 
squeeze dry and chop a small* tea­ 
spoonful. 
Place a level teaspoonful of 
butter in a stewjuan, put it on the fire, 
and when melted add one ounce of 
flour, half a teacupful of stock and the 
chopped parsley. 
Stir the sauce till it 
boils and thickens; add the bread 
crumbs and chopped brains to the 
sauce, and season with grated nutmeg, 
pepper and salt. 
Beat the yolk of an 
egg, add it to the sauce and stir over 
the fire till cooked, then turn the whole 
mixture onto a plate and let it cool. 
After an hour make the mixture into 
cakes of equal size, dredging them 
with flour to prevent their sticking. 
Brush over with egg, roll in bread 
crumbs and set in a frying-basket, 
cook in boiling fat until a golden 
brown; this will take about two min­ 
utes, and the cakes must be touched 
very little with the hand. 
Stand on 
thick paper to drain near the fire. 
To 
serve, arrange tastily on a hot dish and 
garnish with fried parsley.

Vegetables that have been a little 
touched by the frost may frequently 
be restored by soaking them fora time 
in cold water.

Put a tiny bottle of flaxseed in th 
traveling bag. 
Should a cinder be 
blown into the eye a flaxseed will soon 
find it, and may save a great deal of 
pain and an inflamed eye. 


A cooking teacher says that the 
whites of eggs can bo beaten most 
quickly if a pinch of cream of tartar in 
the proportion of an eighth of a tea­ 
spoonful to each egg be first added. 


Fruit brought from a cellar tb bo 
eaten unpared should be rubbed vigor- 
ously^with a damp cloth to remove the 
invisible germs of 
bacteria 
which 
flourish in a damp, close atmosphere. 


Clean finger marks from painted 
walls with a damp cloth dipped in 
whiting. 
Rub discolorations caused 
by scratching matches with a cut 
lemop, followed by the damp cloth 
dipped in whiting. 


Keep a box of powdered borax near 
the work table. 
Add a little to the 
water in which the dish towels and 
dish cloths are washed. 
They will 
wash easier, keep sweet longer, aud 
the borax will aid in keeping the hands 
soft. 


Brighten tho colors in a carpet by 
sweeping it with a broom dipped in 
salt water, shaking ay ell to remove all 
surplus water. 
The broom should be 
damp, not wet. 
Use damp earth to 
remove the dust when carpets are 
lifted. 
• Before broiling steaks open all the 
draughts to make the coals bright and 
clear. 
Hold the meat a few minutes 
at first close to the glowing coals, then 
turn. 
This will seal the juices, when 
it may be finished at a distance of sev* 
eral inches above the coals. 
From a 
broiled steak little or no juice should 
escaj>e. 


Loops for hanging up garments ar€ 
always wearing out and breaking, par 
ticularly with children’s cloaks and 
coats. 
To make a serviceable looj 
cut a strip of kid from an old gloye, 
roll in it a piece of coarse string, and 
sew the edges of kid neatly together, 
This loop, fastened securely to the gar* 
ment, will stand any amount of pull 
¡ng without wearing or breaking.

The Government has created three 


elaborate National military parks on 
the throe greatest battlefields of the 
Civil War— Chickamauga, Gettysburg 
and Shiloh. It is intended that they 
shall serve as permanent object lessons 
of American courage and valor, and 
each of them will be constructed on a 
scale of magnificence not to be seen 
elsewhere in the whole world. 


None of these parks will be merely 


ornamental pleasure jgrounds. 
The 


prime idea is to restore those historic 
fields to substantially the condition 
they -were in at the times of the battles, 
and, in harmony with that idea, the 
parks to be created on their sites will 
be devoted strictly to the illustration 
of the supreme struggles which ren- 
dered them famous for the benefit of 
future generations rather than of sur- 
viving participants. 
Tii these parks 


every incident of the battles will be 
treated from the impartial standpoint 
of history, without sectional animosity 
or bias, and in all the markings and 
monuments rigid justice will be -shown 
alike to the vanquished and victors. 
Chickamauga and Shiloh -n ere the most 
memorable contests of the' war in the 
"West, and Gettysburg was the most 
momentous conflict in the East, and in 
all three the' most distinguished Gen- 
erals, Union and Confederate, com- 
manded, and troops 'from typical sec- 
tions fought, so that by sec-urinf and 
preserving those fields 'intact as repre- 
sentative examples of the greatest 
battles of the Civil War the Govern- 
ment will be able to perpetuate their 
history in a concrete physical form for 
all time to come. 


Each of those three battles, however, 


was in a measure representative of the 
whole country. Twenty-nine of the 
thirty-three States east of the Rocky 
Mountains, 
which comprised 
the 


Union at the outbreak of the war, had 
troops in the Chickamauga and Chat- 


anil constitutes a fitting third in the 
trio of our greatest battlefields. 


When completed the park will be the 


most comprehensive and extended 
military object lessou in the world. It 
contains 7600 acres, and- the central

driveway, passing through and over- 
looking all the heavy fighting ground, 
is twenty miles long. 
The old roads 


of the battles have been reopened and 
new roads closed. Over forty miles of 
the main roads, of the field have been 
rebuilt in a substantial manner. The 
details of the six battles—Chicka- 
mauga, Missionary Eidge, 
Lookout 


Mountain, Orchard Knob, Wauhatchie 
and Brown's Ferry—are set forth upon 
historical tablets within the park. 


Thene tablets, numbering about 2000 


in all, are cast iron plates, four feet by 
three feet, -nitli embossed letters. 
After casting, the plates were glazed 
black 
and 
the 
embossed letters 


whitened, making the inscriptions dis- 
tinct at a distance. Each plate con- 
tains from 200 to 400 words of his- 
torical text, and is fastened to an iron 
post, set in concrete. 
They mark the 


positions of army headquarters, corps, 
divisions and brigades, both Union 
and Confederate, and the parts taken 
by each organization are concisely 
stated.

tMt is left to the States having troops 
in the battles to erect monuments to 
regiments and batteries, and to the 
military societies and the larger or- 


A special and noteworthy feature of 


the Gettysburg Park, authorized iu the 
Sickles law, is a huge bronze tablet ou 
a pedestal bearing a medallion likeness 
of President Lincoln and the whole of 
his immortal address on the occasion of 
the National Cemetery dedication at 
Gettysburg on November lit. lyyy. 


There are now nearly §2,000,000 


worth of monuments on the Gettysburg 
field erected by States and regimental 
organizations and military societies. 
But until a few years ago there were no 
lines of battle marked, and a visitor to 
the field, noticing the absence of 
monuments on the Confederate side, 
would be prompted to ask: "Against 
whom were the Union troops fighting?" 
This lack has been supplied, and the 
lines of 'all troops carefully indicated 
by tablets, as at Chickamauga, without 
censure and without praise, and, above 
all, with historical accuracy. 


The Shiloh Military Park for which 


Congress passed an authorizing act un- 
der the lead of Representative David 
B. Henderson, of Iowa, comprises 
about 3000 acres, woods and farming 
lands. 
Over 4000 Confederates lie 


buried on that hard-fought field (April 
6 and 7, 1862). and in the National 
cemetery are 3000 Union dead. 
A 


commission like those of Chickamauga 
and Gettysburg has located the battle 
lines and sites for tablets and monu- 
ments for the 258 organizations en- 
gaged in the battle. 
The arrangement 


of roads and brigade sections has been 
placed under the supervision of the 
best landscape architects procurable 
by the War Department. The regula- 
tions as to tablets and monuments Avill 
be uniform for all three paiks—Chicka- 
mauga. Gettysburg and Shiloh.

So Gettys- 
burg (July 1, 2 and 3, 1868), corre- 
sponding with Chickamauga for East- 


era operations, and surpassing it in 
world-wide renown, registered

bighwater mark of American courage 
and achievements in arms, and stands 
to-day as the pre-eminent battlefield of 
the Western Continent. As to Shiloh. 
it furnished an admirable example of the 
peculiar characteristics of the Ameri- 
can soldier and his adaptability iu, 
•uddea sad unexpected emergencies, 


ganizations, such as corps, divisions 
and brigades, to erect their own mon- 
ument?. Xine handsome granite mon- 
uments, all different, to the United 
States regulars, have been set up by 
the Government, at a cost of 81500 
each. 
Eight pyramidal monuments, 


each ten feet high, constructed of 
eight-inch shells, have been erected to 
mark the spots where brigade com- 
manders ou each side were killed. 
Eat-li battery engaged is to be marked 
in its most important fighting position 
by guns aud carriages of the patterns 
used in the battle. " There are thirty- 
five of these positions for each army 
on the Chickamauga field alone. Five 
observation towers of iron and steel. 
seventy feet high, have been built, two 
on Missionary llidge and three on 
Chickamnuga field, from which the 
whole landscape below appears clear 
and recognizable with its markings. 


All designs and inscriptions for mon- 


uments and tablets have to be submit- 
ted first to the Chickamauga Xational 
Park Commission aud receive approv- 
al by the Secretary of War in order to 
insure reasonable uniformity and har- 
mony, as well as artistic propriety and 
historical accuracy. AH monuments 
inu^t be either of durable stone or 
bronze, and all inscriptions must con- 
form to the official reports and be pure- 
ly historical. 


Under the law establishing a Xa- 


iiojj.il park at Gettysburg, introduced 
by General Daniel E. ~~Sickles, the 
Government at once proceeded to ac 
ouire the 80!> acres and rights of way 
over avenue-; owned by the Gettysburg 
Battle Field Memorial Association, and 
also to acquire other lands on the bat- 
tle field by purchase or condemnation. 
Additional road* wii! oe opened and 
tablets will be set up definitely mark- 
ing tlip lines of the troops on both 
side^. 
The rights, however, of States 


and military organizations to plats of 
ground on which markers and monu- 
ments have already been placed, will in 
nowise be prejudiced. 
The Gettys- 


burg Xational Park Commission, like 
that of the Chickamauga Park, will co- 
operate with State commissions in fix- 
ing position^ that are not } ft determ- 
ined,

The falling waters of Kern River 
have been made to furnish the electric 
power for the town of Bakersfield, 
Cal. 


The Japanese Government has voted

The grand total of the hydraulic 
power at Niagara Fails secured through 
electrical appliances is over 
26,000 
horse power. 


It has been estimated that an oak of 
average size, during the five months it 
is in leaf every year, sucks from tho 
earth about 123 tons of water. 


In a new invention for making ve­ 
hicle wheels, they are formed from 
sheet, metal by stamping, prossing or 
cutting out, and are secured .to tho 
axle by bolts, bosses and collars.

recoived by the average mechanic in 
the large cities. 
It is not strange, 
therefore, that they should not like 
sundowners. 
They have no jealousy 
toward workers in the vinevard who 
feel they can give their talents to the 
good work. 
What they object to is 
that persons should compete with them 
when they have other engagements un­ 
til after sundown. 
As a minister at 
the conference said to me, the sun­ 
down preacher is neither fish, flesh, 
fowl, nor even good red herring.”—

Legal Holidays. 


Senate bill No. 73, designating the 


days and half days that are to be ob- 
served as legal holidays in Pennsylva- 
nia, which was prepared by William F. 
Harnty, President of the Equitable 
Tiust Co., of Phildelphia, and present 
ed in the Legislature by State Senator 
J. Henry Cocbran, of Lycoroing coun- 
ty, has just passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives finally. It had previously 
passed the Senate, but will be again 
sent to that body for concurrence in 
some unimportant changes in phraseol- 
ogy. 
It is likely to receive the approv- 


al of Governor Hastings promptly af- 
ter it is sent to him, there being no op- 
position to the measure. Under the 
provisions of the new law the following 
are to be hereafter observed as legal 
holidays in Pennsylvania, viz: 


1. January i, New Year's Day. 
2. February 12, Lincoln's Birthday. 
3. Third Tuesday of February, elec- 


tion day. 


4. February 22, Washington's birth- 


day. 


5. Good Friday. 
6. May 30, Memorial Day. 
7. July 4, Independence Day. 
8. First Monday of September, La- 


bor Day. 


9. First Tuesday after the First Mon- 


day of November, election day. 


10. December 25, Christmas Day. 
11. Every Saturday after 12 o'clock 


noon. 


The changes made by the new law 


are as follows: 


1. February 12, Lincoln's Birthday, 


is made a legal holiday for the first 
time. 


2. The third Tuesday of February, 


election day, is made a full holiday in- 
stead of a half holiday, as was provided 
by the act of Assembly of May 23rd, 
1893. 


3. Whenever May 3o,Memorial Day, 


shall occur on Sunday, the following 
day, Monday, is to be observed as the 
legal holiday, instead of the preceding 
day, Saturday, as was the case hereto- 
fore. 


4. The first Monday of September 


$s designated as Labor day, instead of 
the first Saturday of September, as was 
the case under an Act of Assembly of 
May 31, 1893. 


A remarkable coincidence occurred 


a few days ago at Bean's Cove, near 
Hagerstown. Charles Somerbiott, was 
sharpening fence posts when a chip 
was thrown from the saw, striking 
him on the nose, almost splitting that 
member in two. On the same day 
and nearly at the same hour, Somer- 
lott's wife fell off the porch of their 
home, striking her nose on a sharp 
sandstone, sustaining an injury nearly 
exactly like that received by her hus- 
band. 


The ccst of fitting up Grace church 


for the Legislature was made public 
for the first time last week. It is $59,- 
590.36, exclusive of the cost of 210 
desks at $38.64 for the house, 60 desks 
at {37.60 for the senate and 8,934 
pounds of galvanized sheet iron at 15 
tents a pound to cover the heat pipes 
in the cellar. These items will add 
nearly $12,000 to the above. 
The 


bills have been approved hf Governor 
Hastings, Auditor-General Mylin and 
{State Treasurer Haywood. 


The Novoe Vremya of Moscow gives 


details of the preliminary count of the 
first census ever taken in Russia. St. 
Petersburg has a population of 1,250,- 
ooo; Moscow just under 1,000,000. 
Nineteen other towns are returned at 
100,000, and thirty-five towns have 
over 50,000 inhabitants each. 
The 


complete results ot the census are ex 
pected to be made known by the end 
of August.

“At page 187 it is stated 
that travelers tell us that the old Ro­ 
man roads are far superior to the mod­ 
ern road. 
If they say so, they do not 
tell the truth. 
In going to the top of 
Vesuvius, the usual route is from 
Resina by a route path several miles 
to the foot of the cone. 
On the wav 
you go for several hundred yards over 
a part of the Appia via one of the 
longest of the old Roman roads. 
It 
is not and never was a good road. 
It 
is about fifteen feet wide, paved with 
blocks of trap rock of irregular size 
and shape, varying in diameter from 
six inches to two feet. 
Trap is a very 
hard volcanic stone wearing smooth 
by use.

The stones are polished by 
the ancient traflio, and are very slip­ 
pery and unsafe.

Japan'b Great Cathedral. 


When foreign architects visit Japan 
find sec the Cathedral of Buddhism foi 
the first time they are generally as« 
tonished at tho magnificent structure. 
It is executed in pure Oriental style, 
and is richly ornamented with carv­ 
ings, 
H. Ito, a famous builder, of 
Nagova City, designed it. 
The struc 
ture was commenced in 187S, and was 
completed this year. Tho cost has been 
estimated at $17,000,000. It would have 
greatly exceeded this amount had not 
numbers of Buddhists worked without 
any recompense. 


As the structure neared completion 
the committee having tho work in 
charge was much perplexed as to fire 
Insurance. 
They found that no com* 
pany would assume the risk on such a 
valuable wooden structure, the danger 
of destruction by fire being very great, 
and thus tho premiums would amount 
to an enormous sum of money. At last 
the committee decided on a design de­ 
vised by Dr. Tanabe. 
Numbers of 
powerful foundations were construct­ 
ed, both exterior and interior, which 
can be made to play on all parts of the 
structure at the same time. 


Usually only one great ornamental 
fountain is playing, rising to the great 
bight of 157 feet. This is probably the 
largest artificial fountain in existence, 
emitting S2.0S0 gallons per hour. 
In 
case of lire all the water pressure is di­ 
rected through the numbers of exterior 
and interior fountains, thus every part 
of the structure, both inside and out, 
could soon be drenched, and any con­ 
flagration soon extinguished. 


As to tho Great Dane. 


When Prince Bismarck lost his fa­ 
vorite Great Dane, Reiclishund, the 
young German Emperor gave him an­ 
other, and the news was cabled all over 
the world. Until then very few except 
those born in the Fatherland were 
aware that the dog was indigenous to 
that country.

A horde of pirates boarded th^ 


steamer Walla Walla, when she was 
fifteen miles off CapeMendociua.«ftoast 
of California. 
There were about 200 


of them and they swarmed over the 
vessel, laying about them to right and 
left, and plunging their long swords 
into everything that seemed of value.

Some of them ate until they were so 
full that they rolled over on their sides 
and lay on the deck; blinking-happily 
all around them. 
Lumps of sugar 


soaked in water were their greatest de- 
light, but these they would not eat un- 
less the lumps were heldln someone's 
hand. 
Captain "Wallace held a lump 


of sugar in his mouth and two of the 
birds buzzed about his face and sucked 
at the sugar greedily. 
The Captain 


kept twenty of the birds ia his cabin 
over night, and many of the passengers 
had a dozen each in their rooms. When 
the vessel was close to Point Eeyes the 
next day most of the birds were .liber- 
ated, and as soon as they looked about 
and saw land many flew directly to it. 
But about fifty did not care to risk 
even so short a journey over the ocean 
wave, and decided to stick to the ship. 
But the sea voyage, following the 
hardships and exhaustion of the -day 
before, was too much for the frail lit- 
tle things, and they gradually drooped 
and died. Wheat the Walla Walla came 
into port at San Francisco, the Cap- 
tain still ha;l four humming birds 
alive, and the passengers had as many 
more.—New York Sun.

Legal Holidays. 


Senate bill No. 73, designating the 
days and half days that are to be ob* 
served as legal holidays in Penusylva- 
hi a, which was prepared by William F. 
Harrity, President of the Equitable 
Tiust Co., of Phildelphia, and present* 
ed in the Legislature by State Senator 
J. Henry Cochran, of Lycoming coun- 
ty, has just passed the House of Repre­ 
sentatives finally. 
It had previously 
passed the Senate, but will be again 
sent to that body for concurrence in 
some unimportant changes in phraseol­ 
ogy. 
It is likely to receive the approv­ 
al of Governor Hastings promptly af­ 
ter it is sent to him, there being no op* 
position to the measure. 
Under the 
provisions of the new law the following 
are to be hereafter observed as legal 
holidays in Pennsylvania, viz: 


1. January 1, New Year’s Day. 
2. February 12, Lincoln’s Birthday. 
3. Third Tuesday of February, elec­ 
tion day. 


4. February 22, Washington’s birth­ 
day. 


5. Good Friday. 
6. May 30, Memorial Day. 
7. July 4, Independence Day. 
8. First Monday of September, La­ 
bor Day. 


9. First Tuesday after the First Mon­ 
day of November, election day. 


10. December 25, Christmas Day. 
11. Every Saturday after 12 o’clock 
noon.

A BOY'S OWN RAILROAD. 


Built the locomotives I»:«l the Trarkf 


and OpcratcM It Himtcir. 


Robert M. Tyler, the son of William 


M. Tyler, has built a perfectly equip- 
ped railroad, with rolling stock and lo- 
comotive, on the farm of his father lit 
Buck's Hill, a suburb of Waterbury, 
Conn. 


Ho built the locomotive himself. Ho 


surveyed the line, decided upon the 
grades and curves, and. aided by ordi- 
nary labor, made the roadbed, laid the 
rails, and now runs the enpine. It is a 
real railroad and not a toy—a railroad 
over which the engine, built by the 
boy, 
runs daily, hauls stones, lumber 


and other materials and farm products, 
and has an existence v.'ith a definite 
and profitable purpose. Hunters found 
afield with their dogs take Tyler's road 
to get a lift toward thehuntingprrouuds, 
and lots of people have been delighted 
with an excursion trip over (lie line. 


It was manifest lhat profit ;is well as 


fun awaited the success of a miniature 
railroad running over Buck's Hill. Ty- 
ler, who.went to work at it in a very 
crude, small-boyish way at first, soon 
compelled his elders to have faith in 
him as a civil aud mechanical engineer 
and road constructor. Then the neces- 
sary cash capital was forthcoming .19 
fast as it became necessary for Tyler 
to Invest in material. 


The boy engine-builder very sensibly 


refrained from attempting to follow 
the lines of drive-wheel locomotive. 
Tyler was indifferent to appearances, 
but bent on practical results. The boy's 
sensible aim was to save and make 
money, and not to expend it extrava- 
gantly. The engine and boiler and the 
car on -which these are mounted cost 
not less than $500. The further equip- 
ment of Buck's Hill iine consists of two 
cars, each four-wheeled and each hav- 
ing a capacity of .1.500 pounds. 


In running the- line the boy surveyor 


humored tho topography of the region 
with which he had to deal, and did not 
contract for any steep cuts or for any 
rock work. The stony, gravelly sur- 
face was easily convened into n solid 
bed. Ihe rails used were of steel, -ind 
the cress tics were of chestnut. The 
gauge is twenty-six inches. The grade 
in its steepest part is 370 feet to ihe 
mile. The whole cost of constructing 
the railway was at the rate of $«00 per 
inile.

A BOY'S OWN RAILROAD. 


B u ilt t h e L o c o m o tiv e * L a id t h e Truck* 
a n d O p e r a te s I t H im self* 


Robert M. Tyler, the son of William 
M. Tyler, has built a perfectly equip­ 
ped railroad, with rolling stork nnd lo­ 
comotive, on the farm of his father at 
Ruck’s Hill, a suburb of Watcrbury, 
Conn, 


He built tho locomotive himself. He 
surveyed the line, decided upon the 
grades and curves, and, aided by ordi­ 
nary labor, made the roadbed, laid the 
rails, and now runs the engine, It is a 
real railroad and not :i toy--a railroad 
over which the engine, built by the 
boy, runs daily, hauls stones, lumber 
nnd other materials and farm products, 
nnd has an existence with a definite* 
nnd profitable purpose. Hunters found 
afield with their dogs take Tyler's road 
to get a lift toward thehuntinggrouuds, 
nnd lots of people have been delighted 
with an excursion trip over the line. 


It was manifest that profit as well as 
fun awaited tho success of a miniature 
railroad running over Ruck’s Ilill, Ty­ 
ler, who went to work at it in a very 
crude, small-boyish way at first, soon 
compelled his eiders to have faith in 
him as a civil and mechanical engineer 
nnd road constructor. Then the neces­ 
sary cash capital was forthcoming as 
fast as it became necessary for Tyler 
to invest in material. 


The boy cngine-builder very sensibly 
refrained from attempting to follow 
the lines of drivc-whoel locomotive. 
Tyler was indifferent to appearances, 
but bent on practical results. The boy's 
sensible aim was to save and make 
money, and not to expend it extrava­ 
gantly. The engine and boiler and the 
car on which these are mounted cost 
not less than $500. The further equip­ 
ment of Ruck's Ilill iine consists of two 
cars, each four-wheeled and each hav­ 
ing a capae.ty of 1.500 pounrls. 


In running tho line tho boy surveyor 
humored the topography of the region 
with which he had to deal, nnd did not 
contract for any steep cuts or for any 
rock work. 
The stony, gravelly sur­ 
face was easily converted into a solid 
bed. 'J ho rails used were of steel, nnd 
the cross ties were of chestnut. 
The 
gauge is twenty-six inches. The grade 
in its steepest part is 3TO feet to the 
mile. Tho whole < ost of constructing 
tiie railway was at the rate of $000 per 
mile.

They say they are ronl mortals 
turned to stone, petrified by the pecu­ 
liar condition of the air on the moun­ 
tains. The Indians will have nothing 
to do with the mountains. Their belief 1 
has grown out of an Apache legend 
handed down for hundreds of years. 
They have it that an ancient chief, who 
had learned of the curious character 
of the Superstitious Mountains, 
for­ 
bade any of his people to go there. A 
large baud, however, one day discov­ 
ered a way to get in by a precipitous 
route, and finally reached tho top. 
It 
resulted as the chief had said—they 
never got down alive.

June SS.—By picking 
the locks in their cell doors, and then 
tunneling through a thick wall of stone, 
James McCormkk and William Hanna 
made a daring i-scape from the Centre 
county Jail early in the morning.

Chloaffo, Juno 22.^—At a meelitiff last 
night of the directora of the 
Social 
Democracy of America thG following 
ofTlcers wero 
elected: 
E. V. 
Debs, 
chairman; Sylvester Kolihor, secretary; 
James Hocrun, vice prr:''d*'nt; William 
E. Burns. ceccriU orgranlzer. The di- 
rectors who cliose these oillcers were 
themselves elected at the meeting in 
the afternoon. Thoy dte: E. V. Debs. 
Sylvester Kellher, James Ilo^an, Will- 
iam E. Burns and Leroy Goodwin. The 
salary of the officers woe placed at llOO 
per month. 


At the meeting yesterday afternoon 
Mr, Pebs explained at lenpth the alinfl 
and purposes of the co-operative com- 
monwealth, 
A colonr would l>e sent 
to Waahlngrton, from which pl»#e, he 
said, an omolal Invitation had been 
received. 
After ei?tabllshini the col- 
ony he would secure control of the 
politics of the state and start the co- 
operative commonwealth. 
"The first 
thing wo would do aftei getting con- 
trol," he said, 
"would be to call a 
special session of the legrislature. Then 
we would call a convention to revise 
the constitution and get all the rot 
out of It, We will have control of the 
taxing power, and can tax syndicates 
and landsharks out of the state. Per- 
sons shall be taxed according to their 
means, and shall have according to 
their needs. 


"We will have trusts, nothing but 
trusts, In our state, but we will all be 
In the trust. The operatives will not 
work 12 or 14 hours a day, but four or 
nve. We will be In the field In 1900 
with a new -party. These men who rep- 
resent the new life are going to unite 
as If by magic for the overthrow of 
commercialism and the establishment 
of the co-operative commonwealth, by 
which the brotherhood of man will be- 
come a fact. I do not know whether 
this question will be solved peaceably 
or otherwise. 
I hope peaceably. 
But 
I am one of those who believe In get- 
ting ready for any solution that may 
be necessary." 


Mr. Debs »aid that In setting up the 
co-operative commonwealth In Wabh- 
Ington the colonists might be running 
against the supreme court. He would 
consult good lawyers and leam Just 
what the rights of the colonists were, 
"We want to know our rights," he 
said, "and make them the rebels. 
If 
they send the military to Invade our 
rights, then there will be an army of 
300,000 patriots on the state line to 
meet them on that Issue,"

loAver; hence the vertical position of 
the Compass i^lant, as unerring as the 
mariner's compass, Professor Asa says

Eggs seem .to have a peculiar afiinifcy 
for asparagus, their combination being 
possible iu a number of Avays. 
An 
asparagus omelet is one of them. Boil 
a pint of aaj^aragus tips, cut in pieces 
a half inch Avide, in salted Avater for 
tAventy minutes, drain, and keejj on a 
hot iDlate; beat six eggs until they are 
light and foamy, 
add one-half tea- 
spoonful pepper and one cup of milk. 
When the walnut-sizjB lumji of butter 
is hot in the chafing-dish or omelet- 
pan, put in tho mixture, covcr, and 
let stand till 
firm, folding in tho 
asparagus just before turning out on a 
hot iDlatter.—NOAV York Post. 


'Bralii Cakes. 


Wash about five ounces of calves' 
brains in cold Avater, then set in a 
A steAvpan, cover Avith cold Avater, sea- 
son with salt and two sage leaves. Set 
the 
on fhe stove, and Avhen it 


comes to the boil skim the broth thor- 
oughly and simmer for ten minutes, 
take out the brains and put on a plate; 
when the brains are cold cut into small 
pieces and mix Avith thl'ee ounces of 
bread crumbs; Avaah some parsley, 
squeeze dry and chop a small' tea- 
spoonful. 
Place a level teaspoonfal of 
butter in a steAvpan, put it on the lire, 
and Avhen meltetl add one ounce of 
flour, half a teacupful of stock and the 
chopped parsley. 
Stir the sauce till it 
boils and thickens; add tho bread 
crumbs and chopped brains to the 
sauce, and season Avith grated nutmeg, 
pepper and salt. 
Beat the yolk of an 
egg, add it to the sauce and stir over 
the ilre till cooked, then turn the Avhole 
mixture onto a plate and let it cool. 
After an hour make the mixture into 
cakes of equal ^ize, dredging them 
with flour to prevent their sticking. 
Brush OA'-er Avith egg, roll in bread 
crumbs and set in a frying-basket, 
cook in boiling fat until a golden 
broAvn; this Avill take about tAvo min- 
utes, and the cakes must be touched 
very little Avith the hand.

thick paper to drain near the fire.

It is inteuded that they 
shall serve aspermaueutobjoot lesaoiivs 
of American courai^'e and valor, and 
each of them ^vill be constructed on a 
ecalo of magnificence not to be seen 
else-Nvhere iu the Avhole Avovld. 


None of these parks -will be merely 
ornamental pleasure grounds. 
The 
prime idea is to restore those historic 
fields to substantially the condition 
they were in at the times of the battles, 
and, iu harmony -with that idea, the 
parks to be created oii their sites -will 
be devoted strictly to the illustration 
of the supreme struggles -syhich ren- 
dered them famous for the benefit of 
future generations rather than of sur- 
viving participants. 
Jn these parks 
every incident of the battles'-will be 
treated fr 


om the impartial standpoint 
of history, AvithQut sectional animosity 
or bias, and in all the markings and 
monuments rigid justice-will be shoM'u 
alike to the vanquished and victors. 
Clhickaiuauga and Shiloh M ere the most 
memorable contests of the''Avar iu the 
West, and Gettysbiu*g was the most' 
momentous conflict in the East, and in 
all three the-most distinguished Gen- 
erals, Union and Confederate, com- 
manded, aud troops from tyj)ical sec- 
tions fought, so that by securing and 
pre'^erving those fields intact as repre- 
sentative 
examples of the 
greatest 
battles of the Civil War the Govern- 
ment Avill be able to perpetuate their 
history in a concrete physical form for 
' all time to come. 


Each of those three battles, however, 
Avas in a measure represewtative of the 
-svhole country. 
Twenty-nine ' of 
the 
thirty-three Btates east of the Kocky 
Mountains, 
-which 
comprised 
the 
Union at the outbreak of the war, had 
troops in the Chickamauga and Chat- 


and constitutes a fitting third iu the 
trio of our jn^eatest battlefields, 


When completed the park will he the 
most 
comprehensive 
and 
extended 
military object lesson in the world. It 
contains 7600 acres, and« the central

driveway, passing through and over- 
looking all the heavy fighting ground, 
is twenty miles long. 
The old roads 
of tho battles have been reopened and 
new roa<l3 closed. 
Over forty miles of 
the main roads^ of the field have been 
rebuilt in a substantial manner. 
The 
details of the six 
battles—Ohicka- 


A special and noteworthy feature of 
the Gettysburg Park, authorized iu tho 
Sickles laAv, is a huge bronze tablet ou 
a pedestal bearing a medallion likeness 
of President Lincoln and the whole of 
his immortal addi'essonthe occasion of 
the National Cemetery dedication at 
Gettysburg on November Id, ISG.S. 


There are now nearly $2,000,000 
worth of monuments on the Gettysburg 
field erected by States and regimental 
organizations and military 
societies. 
But until a few years ago there were nO 
lines of battle marked, and a visitor to 
the 
field, 
noticing the absence 
of 
monuments on tho Confeilerate side, 
would be prompted to ask: *'Against 
whom were the Union troops fighting?" 
This lack has been supplied, and the 
lines of 'all troops carefully indicated 
by tablets, as at Chickamauga, without 
censure and without praise, aud, above 
all, with historical accuracy. 


The Shiloh Military Park for which 
Congress passed an authorizing act un- 
der the lead of Representative David 
B. Henderson, 
of Iowa, 
comprises 
about 3000 acres, woods and farming 
lands. 
Over 4000 Confederates lie 
buried on that hard-fought field (April 
G and 7, 1862), and in the National 
cemetery are 3000 Union dead. 
A 
commission like those of Chickamauga 
and Gettysburg has located the battle 
lines and sites for tablets and monu- 
ments for the 258 organizations en- 
gaged in the battle.

Legal 
Holidays^ 


Senate bill No. 73, designating the 
tiays and half days that are to be ob- 
served as legal holidays in Pennsylva- 
nia, which was prepared by William F. 
Harrity, President 
of the Equitable 
Tiust COM of Phildelphia, and present- 
ed in the Legislature by State Senator 
J. Henry Cochran, of Lycoming coun- 
ty, has just passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives 
finally. 
It had previously 
passed the Senate, but will be again 
sent to that body for concurrence in 
some unimportant changes in phraseol- 
ogy. 
It is likely to receive the approv- 
al of Governor Hastings promptly af- 
ter it is sent to him, there being no op- 
position to the measure. 
Under the 
provisions of the new law the foUowinR 
are to be hereafter observed as legal 
holidays in Pennsylvania, viz: 


1. January i , New Year's Day, 
2. February 12, Lincoln's Birthday. 
3. Third Tuesday of February, elec- 
tion day. 


4. February 22, Washington's birth- 
day. 


5. Good Friday. 
6. May 30, Memorial Day. 
7. July 4, Independence Day. 
8. First Monday of September, La- 
bor Day. 


9. First Tuesday after the First Mon- 
<lay of November, election day. 


10. December 25, Christmas Day. 
11. Every Saturday after 12 o'clock 
noon. 


The changes made by the new law 
are as follows: 


1. February 12, Lincoln's Birthday, 
is made a legal holiday for the first 
time. 


2. The third Tuesday of February, 
election day, is made a full holiday in- 
stead of a half holiday, as was provided 
by the act of Assembly of May 23rd, 


3. Whenever May 30,Memorial Day, 
shall occur on Sunday, the following 
^ay, Monday, is to be observed as the 
legal holiday, instead of the preceding 
day, Saturday, as was the case hereto- 
fore. 


4. The first Monday of September 
is designated as Labor day, instead of 
the first Saturday of September, as was 
the case under an Act of Assembly of 
May 31, 1893.

Robert M, Tylor, the son of AVl|li.int 
M, Tyler, has built n perforlly (^nip- 
pod railroad, -with rolling stork nnd lo- 
pomotlvo. on tho farm of his fntbor nt 
Buck's Hill, a suburb of AVatorbuiy, 
Conn, 


Ho built tho loooniotivo him.^olf. 
Ho 
survpyod tho line, deoldod upon the 
grades and ourves, and. aided by ordi- 
nary labor, made the roadbed, latd tho 
rails, and now runs tho enfcine. It is a 
real railroad and not :i toy--a railroad 
over -which the engine, built by the 
boy. runs daily, hauls stones, lumber 
and other materials and farm prndnots, 
nnd has an exlstonee vrith a definitft 
nnd profitable purpose. Hunters found 
niield with their dogs take Tyler's road 
to prêt a lift toward the hnntin.cgrounds, 
and lots of people have been deliiihtcd 
with an excursion trip over the line. 


It was manifest that profit as well as 
fun awaited tho success of a miniature 
railroad running over Buck's Hill. Ty- 
ler. wMio went to work at it in a very 
crude, sniall-boyish way at first, soon 
oonipelled his elders to have faith in 
him as a civil and mechanical engineer 
and road constructor. 
Then the necr^s- 
snry cash capital was forthcoming as» 
fast as it becamo nocossary for Tyler 
to invest In niatnrin]. 


The boy engine-builder very sensibly 
refrained from attempting to follow 
Iho lines of drive-wheel 
loconiotivc. 
Tyler was indifferent to appearances, 
but bent on practical results. The boy's 
sensible aim was to save and 
make 
money, and not to exppnd It extrava- 
gantly. 
The engine and boiler nnd the 
car on which ihese are mounted cost 
not less than $.">00. The further equip- 
ment of Buck's Hill lijie consists of two 
cars; each four-wheeled and each hav- 
ing iL capacity of 1.500 pounds. 


In running tho line the boy surveyor 
humored the ^ojjopfraphy of the region 
witli which h(. had to deal, nnd did not 
contract for any steep cuts or for any 
rock work. 
The stony, gravelly sur- 
face was easily converted into a solid 
bed. 'J ho rails used were of steel, nnd 
the cross ties were of chestnut, 
'I'ho 
gauge is tw^iuy-six inchcs. 
The grade 
in its steepest part is 370 feet to the 
mile. 
Tho whole < ost of constructing 
the railway was at the rate of $000 per 
mile.

They have it that an ancient chief, who 
had learned of the curious character 
of tho Superstitious Mountains, 
for- 
bade any of his people to go there. 
A 
large baud, however, one day discov- 
ered a way to get in by a ])rccipitous 
route, and finally reached tlio top. 
It 
resulted as the chief had .said—they 
never got down alive.
